Exceed Schedule by $1.35 


The revised hog support price for the 
final six months of 1946-47 will aver- 
age $1.35 per cwt. higher than the 
schedule announced last October, ac- 
cording to the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture. The weekly prices, which 
will continue seasonal variations, are 
based on an annual average support 
price of $15.60 per cwt., basis Chicago, 
compared with an average of $14.25 in

The revision results from _ recent 














sharp increases in parity, according to 
Department officials. It follows the pol- 
icy of supporting hog prices in line 
with the Congressional promise to pro- 
ducers to support commodity prices at 
90 per cent of parity for two years fol- 
lowing the end of the war. The hog sup- 
port price is established at the begin- 
ning of the spring and fall marketing 
seasons. The support price for the Octo- 
ber-March season was based on the Sep- 
tember parity price for hogs, while that 
for the April-September season is based 
on March parity prices. 

The Chicago weekly average support 
price for the April-—September season 
will range from $14.25 during May and 
part of June to $17.25 in September. 
Parity on March 15 was $16.60 per ewt. 
In calculating the support prices, the 
Department adds to 90 per cent of 
$16.60 the average difference between 
U. S. average farm prices for all hogs 
and average Chicago market prices for 
barrows and gilts plus an allowance for 
sows, since the prices for sows are in- 
cluded in the farm averages, but not in 
the Chicago support prices. 

Present hog prices are well above the 
support level, and Department officials 
currently do not anticipate any need for 


price support action during the current 
year. 


1946-47 World Corn Crop Is 
Expected to Reach New High 


The 1946-47 world corn crop is esti- 
mated at 5,410,000,000 bu. This would 
be the largest on record, according to 
the USDA’s Office of Foreign Agricul- 
tural Relations. 

The estimate exceeds the 1945-46 
crop by 8 per cent, the 1944-45 crop 
by 2 per cent, and the 1935-39 average 
of 4,729,000,000 bu. by 13 per cent. The 
United States accounted for 60 per cent 
of the total and was the principal factor 
In boosting the world crop to a record 
level, but Mexico and Asia also had 
above average crops.

De Minimus Slaughterers 
Required to File DSC 117 


Slaughterers who killed not in excess 
of 500,000 lbs. total liveweight of cattle, 
calves and hogs combined during the 
May, June and September, 1946 ac- 
counting periods, and thus come in the 
“de minimus” classification under the 
subsidy recovery plan, are required to 
file RFC Form DSC 117 before April 
30, 1947, unless they elect to have in- 
validated their September and October, 
1946 subsidy claims. 

This directive applies to all “de 
minimus” slaughterers, regardless of 
whether their subsidy claims were paid 
or unpaid, if they are to be declared 
exempt from the government’s attempt 
to recapture proportionate subsidy rep- 
resented by inventory of meat on Oc- 
tober 14, 1946. If the form is not filed, 
it is indicated that the RFC will de- 
clare the claims for September and Oc- 
tober subsidy invalid and refuse pay- 
ment, or will attempt to recapture any 
subsidies paid on such claims. 

The procedure has not yet been an- 
nounced in connection with the recap- 
ture of inventory as it relates to 
slaughterers who killed in excess of 
500,000 lbs. 

The Budget Bureau has approved the 
subsidy recapture form of the RFC and 
it is expected that copies will be dis- 
tributed as soon as they can be printed. 


HOUSE PASSES LABOR BILL 


The U. S. House of Representatives 
late this week passed and sent to the 
Senate a bill curbing strikes, restricting 
labor union activities and amending the 
National Labor Relations Act to give 
equal treatment to employers and 
workers. The Senate labor committee 
had previously approved its milder 
labor bill. 


Major provisions of the House bill 
include outlawing the closed shop, 
jurisdictional strikes, secondary boy- 
cotts, mass picketing and picket-line 
violence. The Senate labor committee’s 
bill does not curb industry-wide bar- 
gaining or outlaw jurisdictional strikes 
and secondary boycotts. The measure 
has been sent to the floor for debate to 
start April 23. 

The House vote on the final passage 
was 308 to 107. This would be sufficient 
margin to override a veto by President 
Truman, if the lineup should remain the 
same. 


PORTAL SUIT DISMISSED 


A request made by the Department 
of Justice that further consideration of 
the Mt. Clemens Pottery Co. portal-to- 
portal pay suit be dropped was granted 
this week by the United States Supreme 
Court. 





EXPORT QUOTA OF FATS 
AND OILS DECREASED 
FOR SECOND QUARTER 


Fats and oils allocated for shipment 
overseas in the second quarter will total 
89,300,000 lbs., the Department of Agri- 
culture announced late in the week. This 
will include a 39,700,000-Ib. lard quota, 
the largest single item. The allocation 
represents a drastic cutback from the 
236,100,000 lbs. exported in the second 
quarter last year. 

Officials said that many of the alloca- 
tions represent international commit- 
ments made prior to March 24, legal 
deadline under the decontrol act, but 
that the government is depending upon 
the powers of the export control act, 
effective until June 30, for its authority 
to enforce the allocations. 

Allocations for April through June 
include 39,700,000 lbs. of lard, 22,800,000 
lbs. of shortening and other edible oils, 
11,600,000 Ibs. of inedible oils, 10,800,000 
Ibs. of soap and 4,400,000 Ibs. of 
margarine. 

Department of Agriculture officials 
warned that domestic fats and oils 
quotas will be short in the second and 
third quarters of this year, and pointed 
out that this was the reason for the 
drastic cutback in exports. 


Allocations for export are expected 
to be heavy in the final quarter, pro- 
vided government controls ‘are main- 
tained after June 30 by congressional 
action.

HEN the plant of the Gambord 
W wie: Company, San Jose, Calif, 

burned to the ground in No. 
vember 1944, officials of the company 
were faced with two immediate pressing 
problems—the discovery of suitable 
quarters to continue operations, and de- 
sign and construction of a new plant to 
replace destroyed facilities. They sue- 
ceeded in accomplishing both these ob- 
jectives. 

While operations were being con- 
tinued in leased quarters, Sidney J, 
Gambord, president, and Ben Gambord, 
secretary-treasurer of the concern, com- 
missioned Peter Whitehill, consulting 
engineer of Los Angeles, Calif. to de. 
sign and prepare specifications for a 
new plant. Construction was started 
April 1, 1946 and killing operations 
were resumed in the plant in December 
of the same year. 

The new Gambord plant, a federally 
inspected establishment, has a capacity 
of 30 cattle per hour, 60 calves per 
hour, 60 to 75 hogs and 60 to 100 sheep

and lambs per hour. The chill room has 
a capacity of 300 cattle and the main 
storage cooler will hold 500 cattle. The 
plant is designed for single line opera- 
tion, with one type of stock being 
handled at a time. 

The Gambord Meat Co. buys livestock 
in Idaho, Oregon, Utah, Colorado, 
Nevada and California, and concen- 
trates animals in its own yards adjacent 
to the plant. These yards have a hold- 
ing capacity of 3,000 cattle and, at cer- 
tain times, the concern carries on feed- 
ing operations with up to 2,000 cattle 
on feed. A diversified line of cattle is 
handled and the company sells both 
cows and steers. Finished products are 
sold to local trade in the Oakland and 
San Francisco Bay area, with about 25 
per cent of total production of the plant 
destined for the overseas export busi- 
ness. 

Local deliveries are made with five 
company trucks which are insulated but 
not presently refrigerated. Future plans 
include standardization on closed re- 
frigerated trucks for all deliveries. 
Fresh meat sales are handled by three 
company salesmen with export sales 
handled by company principals. Offal 
is sold to dog food processors and can- 
ners, with blood and _ inedible by- 
products being removed and processed 
by the Crown By-Products Co., San 
Jose, Calif, 

Livestock are brought up to the kill- 
ing floor through one of the two parallel 
livestock chutes. These chutes have 
concrete floors and sides, with water 
sprays permanently installed in the 
walls at about the 12-in. and 40-in. 
levels from the floor. These water 
sprays extend horizontally along the 
chute walls to wash livestock before 
slaughter, and were made by drilling 
holes at regular intervals in ordinary 
galvanized water pipe. About 15 cattle 
are held in the holding pen at the 
base of the cattle chute, and the chute 
proper has a capacity of about six 
cattle. There is a driving or knockers 
walk installed between the cattle chute 
and the small stock chute. 

The cattle knocking pen is of built-in 
type, concrete construction with slightly 
Pitched floor, equipped with a_hori- 
zontally pivoted door.

tivities of a number of packers 
who distribute either nationally or at 
least in more than three states, and 
whose individual annual sales amount 
to more than $25,000,000. No effort 
was made to analyze the programs of 
four or five of the very largest firms 
in the industry because many of their 
problems are considered atypical. 

This article will deal with the ac- 
tivities of representative firms who 
distribute regionally (in more than 
three states) but whose individual year- 
ly sales fall below $25,000,000. 

In the $10,000,000 to $25,000,000 sales 
volume group, one eastern slaughtering 
and processing firm does less than half 
the yearly business of the southern 
company mentioned on page 16 of the 
March 22 issue, yet spends $90,000, or 
nearly twice as much as the larger firm, 
for advertising purposes. This packer, 
distributing nationally in the larger 
cities, has found that small space news- 
paper ads placed in all types of dailies 
on a weekly basis are ideally suited to 
his sales problem. He devotes nearly 40 
per cent of his advertising dollars to 
this medium. Ahout 27 per cent of the 
budget is put into participating radio 
programs and spot announcements 
aired on local stations in the largest of 
the firm’s market areas. Point-of-pur- 
chase display and promotion take 17 
per cent of the budget and the re- 
mainder is used on direct mail pieces 
going to select retailer customer lists.

Regular Smali Ad User 


This same belief in the selling power 
of regular small space newspaper ads, 
aided by dealer displays, has long been 
held by Mickelberry Food Products Co., 
midwestern sausage and _ processed 
products manufacturer. The company 
has been sponsoring a series in metro- 
politan dailies which is a composite of 
all those features found most effective 
in previous programs. Black and white 
ads, each bearing a drawing of some 
readily identifiable scene from country 
life, plus a few lines of copy on one of 
the company’s “Old Farm” products, 
are placed weekly on the theory that

persistent small ads are better for sell- 
ing food than large-scale periodic ad- 
vertising. 

H. C. Copeland, vice president of the 
L. W. Ramsey agency which handles 
the account, believes that this method 
is the best way to keep Mickelberry’s 
name and products constantly before 
the consuming public at a relatively 
low cost. He states that since the prob- 
lem in selling food is essentially one of 
marketing—competing for public favor 
with all other brands of the same com- 
modity—it is important to keep 
products and name fresh in the pub- 
lic mind at all times. Company execu- 
tives are well satisfied with the manner 
in which the newspaper program ac- 
complishes this objective. 


Radio Built His Business 


One well-known firm in this group 
deviates from the usual industry use of 
radio for advertising by avoiding local 
stations and employing national and 
regional networks. This company, 
which does a nationwide business in 
green and canned pork products to 
wholesalers and chain stores. in 
suburban and _ metropolitan areas, 
spends 55 per cent of its promotional 
dollars in sponsorship of a half-hour 
comedy feature program aired over a 
national network and on a _ shorter 
hints-to-housewives show presented 
over a regional chain in the New York 
area. 

The advertising manager here credits 
the selling power of radio with building 
the business to its present status. Al- 
though it is very expensive, he believes 
that in relation to value returned it is 
the cheapest medium available to any 
processor wishing to promote a line 
of canned specialty items in the national 
market. 

The firm also relies heavily on card 
ads in street cars, buses and other pub- 
lic conveyances of cities in its trading 
area. About 30 per cent of the budget 
goes for these ads, which are said by 
the advertising manager to carry the 
company’s sales message to more than 











33,000,000 daily. Large city newspaper 

are used on a seasonal basis to supple 
ment this promotion. National ang 
regional trade papers and publication 
are employed to reach wholesalers 
terested in carcass meats and also t 
promote the brand name and keep it 
before the trade. Dealer displays am 
used but the investment for materials 
is kept to a low figure. 

Stahl-Meyer, Inc., operating plants iq 
New York city, Brooklyn and Peoria, 
Ill., and doing a $15,000,000 yearly 
business is another of the group which 
centers promotional activity around the 
point-of-sale. The firm recently hit th 
canned meat market with a carefully 
planned and tested promotional pm 
gram featuring a group of high quality, 
eight-color counter displays already re 
ported winning a large number of eu 
tomers for the products. This poiht-f 
sale support is being backed up 
newspaper, magazine and radio adver 
tising, including two proved featur 
homemaker programs, which coi 
officials claim played a big part in 
ing the new line into the national 
ket so successfully.

STEAM CLEANING UNIT 


Availability of an improved Oakite- 
Vapor steam cleaning unit for use in 
deaning and paint-stripping industrial 
equipment has been announced by 
Qakite Products, Inc., New York city. 
The unit, an enclosed-coil type, down- 
draft flame steam generator, will de- 


liver a hot vaporized spray in either 
wet or dry state under pressures up to 
200 lbs. The model incorporates simpli- 
fed grouping of gauges and controls, 
a redesigned piping system and a com- 
pressed-air valve accessory for two- 
minute anti-freezing of the _ entire 
water-steam system. The 12-gal. ca- 
pacity of the fuel tank is said to pro- 
vide ample steam generation for an un- 
interrupted eight-hour, two-gun clean- 
ing cycle.

A standard 
dual-chamber steam gun is furnished 
with the unit. 

According to the manufacturer, the 
new mobile unit reduces costs in such 
jobs as cleaning smokehouses, floors, 
hog dehairing machines, viscera tables, 
pans and belts, cold storage shipping 
boxes and sausage-making equipment.

WATER TREATMENT UNIT 


A new water treatment machine said 
to combine in one unit mixing of chemi- 
cals with raw water, turbidity removal 
and storage of treated water has been 
developed by the Permutit Company of 
New York city. The new unit, called the 
Permutit Three-Stage Precipitator, may 
be used for removal of turbidity and 
color alone, or as a combination de- 
alkalizer and turbidity remover. The 
only alteration necessary is the use of 
one chemical feed tank instead of two. 
During either process the water is 
sterilized, it is claimed by the manu- 
facturer. 

Water treated by the new precipitator 
and passed through a neutralite filter, 
which removes any remaining floc, and 
an activated carbon purifier, for 100 
per cent removal of taste and odor, is 
said to emerge crystal clear, uniformly 
low in alkalinity and completely odor- 
less and tasteless. 


OIL BURNING SMOKE UNIT

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Battle to Keep Private 
Trucks Free of Contract 
Carrier Type Regulation 


A legal battle in the Lenoir Chair Co. 
proceedings before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission may ultimately de- 
termine whether any so-called “private 
carrier” of property may operate his 
motor trucks in interstate commerce 
without receiving government permis- 
sion. It may determine whether a 
packer, baker, grocer, manufacturer or 
anyone may recover his transportation 
costs in pricing his merchandise to his 
customer. It could result in driving all 
private trucks off interstate highways— 


forcing the payloads onto railroads or 
for-hire motor trucks. 

The National Council of Private 
Motor Truck Owners reported this week 
that the issues raised by the ATA for- 
hire carrier interveners in the Lenoir 
Chair Co. contract carrier application 
(Docket No. MC-96541) constitute an 
attack on the right of businesses 
primarily engaged in growing, extract- 
ing, manufacturing or distributing 
products, or rendering other services to 
which the operation of trucks is an in- 
cident, to transport their own property 
in their own motor vehicles. 

In reply to this attack the council has 
asked the ICC to adhere to the “primary

sion in the Woitishek case as the ONLY 
proper means of distinguishing between 
private and common or contract motor 
carriage. 

In substance the Council’s brief re 
quests the ICC to find and declare that 
all persons, including the applicant 
(Lenoir Chair Co.) are private carriers 
in that their operation of motor vehicles 
is incidental to and in furtherance of g 
commercial enterprise other than trang. 
portation, rather than common or con- 
tract carriers. 

Emphasizing that the council is con. 
cerned in this particular proceeding only 
to the extent that it involves or may 
be made to involve general principles of 
distinction between private carriers of 
property by motor vehicle and common 
or contract carriers, the council calls 
upon the ICC to make a clear-cut de. 
cision. 

For-hire carrier interests have asked 
the Commission to apply an arbitrarily 
restrictive “for compensation” test as 
the sole measure of distinction between 
private and for-hire carriage. In reply 
the council in its brief maintains that 
“there is no such thing as a separate 
profit or loss from the operation of 
trucks in an_ enterprise which is 

primarily something other than the op- 
eration of trucks. Private motor truck 
operation, therefore, is not susceptible 
to a test of whether it is ‘for com- 
pensation’—no matter whether ‘com- 
pensation’ be considered profit, exact 
reimbursement, or something less.” 


Wholesale Meat Prices 
Fall 20 Per Cent From 
Peak After Decontrol 


A check of wholesale prices of meat 
of all kinds indicates an average de 
cline of about 10 per cent from prices 
prevailing about a month ago, anda 
drop of about a fifth—or 20 per cent— 
from the peak prices reached last Oc 
tober after the removal of OPA com 
trols, the American Meat Institute re 
ported this week. 


Pork loins, said the Institute, “now 
are down at wholesale about Ile 4 
pound—approximately 20 per cent—# 
Chicago. Picnics have declined about 15 
per cent from the peak in early Mareh, 
and approximately the same decline has 
occurred in wholesale cured ham prices. 
Smoked hams in Chicago and elsewhere 
have declined about 10 per cent. 

“While retail prices did not ‘advance 
as sharply as wholesale prices a month 
to six weeks ago and therefore have nol 
declined as much as wholesale prices 
a record production of beef last month, 
which now is moving into consume 
channels, has resulted in many pritt 
reductions to levels attractive to coh 
sumers. Rib roasts, pot roasts, alt 
ground beef or hamburger appear, 
various pork items, to be good buys 
almost everywhere, according to a spd 
check of retail meat prices as adver 
tised last weekend in newspapers from 





coast to coast.” 
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Some Labor Law Violations 
Found Among Industry Firms 
in Labor Department Survey 


Violations of the minimum wage, 
overtime and child labor provisions of 
the Fair Labor Standards Act and the 
Public Contracts Act were found in 
908 of the meat products industry firms 
inspected during the year ended June 
30, 1946, it has been revealed in the 
annual report of the Wage and Hour 
and Public Contracts Divisions, U. S. 
Department of Labor. As a result of the 
findings $330,000 in back wages was 
awarded some 5,200 employes. 

As the inspecting divisions are able 
to make complaint, selective and spot- 
check investigations in but a small 
part of the nation’s establishments cov- 
ered by the two laws, not all of the 
meat products manufacturers were 
checked during the year. The report 
indicates that the vast majority of 
firms desire to comply with the laws, 
with only a small number of “chiselers” 
in the industry as a whole. Violations of 
the overtime provision were the most 
common type found and about 19 per 
cent of the inspected employers had 
violated the minimum wage or child 
labor provisions. 

The division’s report that a frequent 
cause of unintentional violations is mis- 
application by employers of the exemp- 
tion provisions of the Wage and Hour 
Law, under which certain employes 
may be exempted as “executive,” “ad- 
ministrative” or “professional” work- 
ers. The Wage and Hour Law applies 
to all workers engaged in interstate 
commerce or in the production of goods 
for interstate commerce and the pro- 
vision for a 40c per hour minimum 
wage and time and one half for over- 
time applies in all cases unless an em- 
ploye is specifically exempt. The Public 
Contracts Act generally applies to em- 
ployes engaged in filling government 
contracts of over $10,000. 

William R. McComb, administrator,

PEPPER QUOTA INCREASED 


The quota of black pepper shipped 
to the United States from India for the 
1947 pepper year (October 1946 to Sep- 
tember 1947) has been increased from 
2,500 long tons to 4,500 long tons, ac- 
cording to the Department of Agricul- 
ture, The quota was raised by the Indian 
government because the current crop 
and carryover of black pepper have ex- 
ceeded early estimates. During the 
Period from April to September 1947, 
India will release 2,000 tons of pepper 
to the United States, having already 
shipped 2,500 tons this year. 


Hall Warns of Oversupply 
of Cattle and Hogs in 1949 


A warning that there will be an over- 
supply of cattle and hogs in 1949 was 
given to approximately 150 livestock 
raisers attending the annual swine 
clinic at the Oscar Mayer & Co. plant in 
Madison, Wis., April 11. Professor I. F. 
Hall of the Wisconsin College of Agri- 
culture explained that the war brought 
on an increase of a million more head of 
cattle being fed each year. 


“You'll get your money out of milk 
this year, but it’s wiser to be a year 
ahead of the reverse that’s coming than 
six months behind, as most of our young 


farmers who have been riding the crest 
are going to find themselves,” he 
warned. He also emphasized that an 
oversupply of hogs is almost inevitable 
because so many farmers went into the 
hog-raising business during the period 
of scarcity of pork. 


Wilbur Coultas, of Chicago, represen- 
tative of the American Meat Institute, 
urged farmers to produce hogs so that 
marketing can be spread out over the 
year. 


“When three-fourths of our hogs are 
farrowed in April and May it means a 
majority of the hogs reach the market 
all at one time,” he said, urging spread- 
ing farrowings over other months.

An automatic air spreader is installed 
in the rail at position 9 on the killing 
floor layout, and splitting is done at 
this stage. The automatic air spreader 
spreads the sides as splitting proceeds. 
After scribing, spreader advances the 
sides along the rail to the washing and 
clothing platforms. After clothing, car- 


casses are transferred to the chill cooler. 


Small stock are driven up the small 
stock chute to the shackling pen and 
transferred to the bleeding rail over an 
elevated bleeding bed. Hogs are dropped 
into the scalding tub shown at position 
20 on the killing floor layout and carried 
through subsequent operations in the 
conventional manner. Calves and sheep 
are bled on the same rail as are hogs, 

but then go over a 
rail that bypasses hog 
scalding, dehairing 
and gambrelling 
equipment, with 
washing operations 
being conducted on 
the bypass rail. 


SPLITTING WITH

Workman is shown split- 
ting a carcass with the 
aid of an automatic air 
spreader, in which pis- 
tons spread the carcass 
halves during the opera- 
tion.

The killing floor is amply skylighted, 
and sufficient natural light is provided 
to give good working conditions without 
extra artificial light on average days, 

The main loading dock extends acrogs 
the front of the plant proper betweep 
the office section of the plant and the 
independent building that houses ip.

room, locker room and compressor 
room. The truck area in front of the 
dock is roofed over. 

Both chill and storage coolers are in- 
sulated with 4-in. of Johns-Manville 
rock cork in floor, walls and ceiling, 
Main plant construction is of reinforced 
brick masonry, with reinforcing steel 
being placed in the center of all walls 
in a 2%-in. core of concrete grout be- 
tween brick facings. This construction 
was used in order to make the structure 
earthquake resistant. Because of a high 
water table, no cellar has been placed 
under the plant. All floors are concrete, 
Blood from both cattle and small stock 
bleeding areas drains to a tank below 
the killing floor, and is processed by an 
adjacent independent by-products plant 
which also removes other inedible 
products. 

However, the Gambord Meat Co. in- 
tends to install rendering equipment at 
a later date for processing by-products. 
Hides are handled in another building. 

Primary refrigeration is provided by 
25-ton and 45-ton twin ammonia com- 
pressors furnished by the Kohlenberger 
Engineering Co., Fullerton, Calif. The

EAST CAMBRIDGE 43, MASS 
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INSPECTED MEAT PRODUCTION FOR LAST WEEK 
DOWN TO 261,000,000 LBS. BUT STILL ABOVE 1946 











Meat production under federal in- 
spection for the week ended April 12 
totaled 261,000,000 lbs., the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture reported. Pro- 
duction was 4 per cent below the 272,- 
000,000 Ibs. produced during the pre- 
ceding week but was 6 per cent above 
the 246,000,000 Ibs. recorded for the 
corresponding week last year. 

Cattle slaughter under federal in- 
spection for the week was estimated at 
254,000 head, 7 per cent below the 273,- 
000 total for last week and 51 per cent 
above 168,000 head a year ago. Beef 
production was estimated at 131,000,000 
lbs. compared with 141,000,000 lbs. the 
preceding week and 93,000,000 lbs. a 
year ago. 

Calf slaughter was estimated at 152,- 
000 head, 1 per cent above 151,000 head 
last week and 45 per cent above 105,000 


last year. The output of inspected veal 
for the three weeks under comparison 
was 13,700,000 lbs., 13,400,000 Ibs. and 
8,700,000 lbs., respectively. 

Hog slaughter was estimated at 746,- 
000 head, which was 3 per cent above 
the 721,000 head slaughtered during the 
preceding week, but 13 per cent below 
858,000 for the same week in 1946. 
Estimated pork production was 102,- 
000,000 Ibs., compared with 103,000,000 
lbs. last week and 128,000,000 lbs. last 
year. Lard production totaled 28,500,000 
lbs., compared with 26,500,000 Ibs. last 
week and 24,700,000 lbs. in the same 
week last year. 

The number of sheep and lambs 
slaughtered for the week was estimated 
at 311,000 head, 1 per cent below 315,- 
000 for the preceding week and 16 per 
cent below 371,000 for the same period

Broader movement of packer heavy 
hides, mostly at fractional declines— 
Hide futures recover early loss—Up- 
per leather tanners out of market. 


Chicago 

PACKER HIDES.—There was an ac- 
tive trade throughout the week in the 
packer hide market, at generally lower 
prices, but involving some descriptions 
which did not participate in the decline 
of previous week. Native steers, mixed 
heavies and lights, sold finally at two 
cents under previous trading level of 
couple weeks back; butt brands and 
Colorados sold down another half-cent 
for April 1 take-off, with prior dating 
brands moving at a half-cent less; ex- 
treme light Texas steers sold up a half- 
cent; heavy native cows sold at a half- 
cent decline; branded cows sold early 
at a half-cent decline, with some light 
average points later recovering the de- 
cline. Total reported sales so far 
amount to over 136,000 hides; includ- 
ing 6,400 more at the end of last week 
brings the total since the last report to 
close to 145,000 hides. 

While communication was still handi- 
capped by the long distance telephone 
strike, especially early in the week, 
traders had more success in keeping in 
touch with buyers and sellers. The mar- 


ket broadened considerably, although 
upper leather tanners have been inac- 
tive. Hide futures sold off early in the 
week, in sympathy with all other com- 
modity markets, as Washington agen- 
cies continued to stress the need for 
lower prices generally; however, fu- 
tures recovered all of their loss later in 
the week and are currently steady to 17 
points over the close of previous week. 


Late last week, one packer sold 5,000 
Mar.-Apr. mixed light and heavy na- 
tive steers at 21%c, or 1%4c down; an 
outside packer sold a car at 21%4c; trad- 
ing opened up early in the week when 
two packers sold a total of 22,000 Feb. 
to Apr. take-off at 21c, with 5,600 more 
Mar.-Apr. at 21c; one packer sold 2,800 
Jan. forward mixed light and heavy 
native steers at 2lc, and the Associa- 
tion 1,500 Mar.-Apr. also at 21c. Two 
packers sold a total of 9,000 Mar.-Apr. 
all-light native steers at 21%c, or a 
half-cent premium for the light end. Ex- 
treme light native steers were inactive, 
with last trading in Feb.-Mar.-Apr. at 
26%c, previous week. 


Branded steers were active through- 
out the week. An outside packer, at the 
opening of the week, sold 1,800 butt 
brands at 18%c; the Association sold a 
car of mixed branded steers at 18c, and 
an outside packer later sold 1,600 more 


same basis; one packer sold 5,600 butt 
brands, at 19c for Aprils and 18%4c for 
Mar.; another sold 6,600 butts, at 19 
for Aprils, and 18%c for Feb.-Mar.; 909 
more Aprils sold later at 19c. At the 
start of the week, an outside packer sold 
1,100 Colorados at 18c, while a local 
packer sold 6,500 Aprils at 18%4c; 12,009 
Jan. to Mar. Colorados sold later at 18¢, 
and 2,400 Aprils at 18%¢c. 


Heavy Texas steers are nominal at 
18% @19c, with Aprils at the top figure 
Light Texas steers are quoted 19@20¢ 
nom., but inactive. However, one packer 
sold 2,200 April extreme light Texas 
steers at 23c, or %ec over previous 
week’s quotation. 

One packer, at midweek, sold 16,000 
Jan. forward heavy native cows at 2le¢, 
or %e off; the Association sold 3,000 
more same basis, and an outside packer 
moved 800 more at 21c; picked points 
nominally %ec higher. Light native 
cows have been inactive this week, with 
upper leather tanners generally out of 
the market; offerings of light cows have 
been made at 26c for regular points and 
26\%c for light average points, but 24¢ 
is best bid at the moment. 

One packer sold 7,100 mostly Apr, 
branded cows at 22c for light average 
points and 21%c for regular points; 
later,-another packer sold 1,800 Ft 
Worth Mar.-Apr. branded cows at 22%e

Cattle on Feed in Eleven Corn Belt States 
Up I3 Per Cent From Number a Year Ago 


ATTLE on feed for market in the 
11 corn belt states April 1 in- 
creased about 200,000 head, or 13 per 
cent over the number on the same date 
a year ago, according to current 
estimates of the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics. While larger than a year 
ago, the total was 150,000 head under 
the number on feed in the same area on 
April 1 two years ago. 

This year’s increase in feeding was 
general over the entire corn belt, except 
for the states of Michigan and Kansas. 
The percentage increase in the eastern 
corn belt was about the same as in the 
western corn belt. Illinois, with 20 per 
cent above a year ago, had the largest 
increase for any of the eastern corn belt 
states. Missouri had the largest increase 
in the western part and in the corn belt 
as a whole. In Iowa, the leading cattle 
feeding state, the number on feed was 
up 15 per cent. The number on feed was 
down 20 per cent in Michigan and 4 per 
cent in Kansas. In both of these states, 
the number on feed on January 1 was 
also below the previous year. 

Colorado reports indicate that the 
number on feed was down from last 
year, but the movement of replacement 
cattle into northern Colorado since 
January 1 has been larger than a year 
ago, particularly in March. Fed cattle 
in this section moved out fairly rapidly, 
mostly on a short feed basis. 

The increase of 13 per cent on April 1 
compares with an increase of 4 per cent 
on January 1. Reports from feeders 
show that cattle were marketed more 
rapidly in the January-March period 
than was planned in January, and the 
number of cattle put on feed during 
this period was much larger than a year 
earlier. The number of cattle still on 
feed April 1 that were on feed January 





1 was 7 per cent smaller than feeders 
reported as expected. 

Cattle feeders who reported on the 
month in which they expect to market 
fed cattle said that a smaller percentage

will be marketed before July 1 this 
year than was reported in April last 
year. The reported percentage this year 
was 51 per cent compared with 54 per 
cent last year, 58 per cent two years 
ago, and a 10-year average of 46 per 
cent. This situation is supported by 
their reports on the kinds of cattle on 
feed. The percentage of steers and cows 





is smaller than last year, but that for 
heifers and calves is larger. The per- 
centage of steers on feed April 1 was 7} 
per cent; calves, 10 per cent. Last April, 
these percentages were: Steers, 75; 
heifers, 15; and calves, 8. 

The quantity of corn on cattle 
feeders’ farms on April 1 supported the 
general increase in the number of cattle 
on feed. The supply on feeders’ farms 
was about a fifth larger than last year 
for the corn belt as a whole. 


Shipments of stocker and feeder 
cattle into the corn belt states during 
the first three months of this year were 
sharply higher than a year earlier. For 
the eight states for which complete 
records of in-shipments are available, 
the number this year was up 45 per cent 
and the largest on record. Shipments 
into Iowa for this period showed a 72 
per cent increase, and those into Illinois 
and Nebraska were about a third larger 
than last year. The average cost of 
stocker and feeder cattle shipped in this 
year was by far the highest on record 
for any similar period. The average 
cost of steers shipped from four leading 





markets this year for the three months 
was $18.43 per 100 lbs. compared with 
$13.95 for last year and $12.70 for the 
corresponding period two years ago.
